The program “Erase the Past” gives young people in Southern Cali- 
fornia who have been members of street gangs the chance to get rid of the 
tattoos that keep many from getting jobs. The program was started at the 
end of 1997 in the city of Long Beach by dermatologists Bryna Kane and 
Edward Glassberg when they saw that many people, including ex-gang 
members, wanted to lose their tattoos but couldn’t because the treatment 


was too expensive. 


The price of the laser machines used for the treatment varies between 
$80,000 and $100,000. A medium-sized tattoo (a third of an arm) can be 
removed in about 10 sessions at a cost of between $200 and $500 each. 
“The treatment was prohibitive for them,” said Glassberg, who since his 
days as an intern has had a passion for the laser machines that he learned 
to operate with such skill. Today he is one of the most highly rated experts 


in the country. 


Glassberg and Kane, who have been working together for 19 years, 
joined forces to buy the necessary equipment and sought community back- 
ing to start the program. Up to now some 4,000 ex-gang members have 
been treated, including Hispanics, Asians, white-supremacist skinheads, 
African-Americans, Pacific islanders and Native Americans. The age of 
the youths being treated is between 14 and 25. All are checked out by the 
Long Beach police. Also taking part in the project are personnel from 
the Long Beach Memorial Hospital and the city’s parks and recreation

Guatemala’s farm sector 
could lose 250,000 jobs 


The Camagro farmers organization said that as many as 250,000 Guatemalans 
could lose their jobs. Photo EFE 


As many as 250,000 Guatemalan agricultural workers could lose their 
jobs next year amid the economic slowdown and credit crunch, the Camagro 
farmers organization said Wednesday. The group’s president, Carlos Zuñiga, 
told reporters that agricultural enterprises saw their costs rise 35 percent 
this year, and that he expects an additional 20 percent increase in 2009. 

This year, according to Camagro, interest rates for dollar-denominated 
loans have increased from 7 percent to 12 percent, while rates on loans 
in Guatemalan quetzales have shot up from 11 percent to 18 percent. The 
head of Guatemala’s Construction Chamber, Alvaro Mayorga, said last 
month that some 100,000 bricklayers, electricians and laborers had been 
laid off because of the worsening economy, and the group representing 
manufactures reported a comparable level of job losses. EFE

La temporada vacacional se avecina, y si usted 
piensa viajar a México por carretera en esta época, 
es necesario que esté informado sobre la manera 
correcta de ingresar a territorio mexicano con 
vehículo. Para tal efecto es necesario tramitar lo que 
se conoce como Importación Temporal de Vehículo, 
que consiste en introducir a México un automóvil 
con placas, o registro de circulación de otro país, el 
cual requiere un permiso de importación temporal 
para permanecer y circular de forma legal en nuestro 
país por un tiempo limitado. 

Las personas que deseen ingresar a la República 
Mexicana en vehículo con placas de procedencia 
extranjera, deberán presentar los siguientes requi- 
sitos: 

1. El Importador deberá contar con su Tarjeta 
de Residente Permanente (Resident Alien) o en su 
caso, Visa que lo autorice a trabajar en el extranjero, 
mínimo por un año o documento que pruebe su es- 

tatus de doble nacionalidad. 

2. Los documentos que el Interesado deberá 
presentar para realizar el trámite son: 

» Tarjeta de crédito o débito Internacional a 


nombre del importador. 

* Título de Propiedad del vehículo, Registro, 
Carta Factura o Contrato de Arrendamiento. Si el 
título de propiedad esta a nombre de su esposo(a), 
hijo(a) o de sus padres, deberá presentar el acta de 
nacimiento o de matrimonio según sea el caso. Si 
el auto es de la empresa en la que trabaja, entonces 
deberá presentar el título de propiedad y comprobar 
su relación laboral con la empresa. Si es rentado, 
verifique que el contrato esté a su nombre y que el 
número de serie del vehículo (VIN) corresponda al 
auto que ingresará a México. Si lo está pagando, la 
Carta que emita la empresa a la que se lo compró. 

Si usted es mexicano: Tarjeta de Residente 
(Resident Alien) o en su caso, Visa que lo autorice a 
trabajar en el extranjero, mínimo por un año o docu- 
mento que pruebe su estatus de doble nacionalidad. 

Si usted es ciudadano estadounidense: Pasa- 
porte y calidad migratoria vigente, expedida por las 
autoridades mexicanas y Licencia de Conducir.

Despite first being de- 
scribed more than 100 years ago, 
Alzheimer’s disease remains a 
mystery for many reasons. Much 
of that mystery surrounds the 
causes of Alzheimer’s, which are 
still unknown. Named for Ger- 
man physician Alois Alzheimer, 
Alzheimer’s disease was first 
described in 1906. While much 
has been studied since then, the 
precise cause, and a subsequent 
cure, is still difficult to pinpoint. 
However, since Dr. Alzheimer 
first described the disease more 
than a century ago, much has 
been learned about it, and fami- 
lies would be wise to ascertain 
as much as possible about this 
disease. 

What is Alzheimer’s? Ac- 
cording to the Alzheimer’s As- 
sociation, Alzheimer’s disease is 
a progressive and fatal brain dis- 
ease. As the disease progresses, 
brain cells are destroyed, result- 
ing in problems with memory, 
thinking and carrying on daily 
activities. For some patients, the 
disease progresses rapidly. Such 
patients will quickly lose their 
abilities to perform daily activi- 
ties, including work, hobbies and 
maintaining a social life.

Reliever J.C. Romero, one of 
the stars for the Philadelphia Phillies 
in the 2008 World Series, became 
the first Puerto Rican pitcher to 
win two games in the fall classic. 
Romero, 32, helped the Phillies 
- one of the most hapless teams 
in Major League Baseball history, 
with a record 10,098 losses - win 
just their second championship in 
115 years with a four-games-to-one 
victory over the Tampa Bay Rays. 
Although Romero - who pitched 4 
and 2/3 innings against the Rays, 
allowing just two hits and striking 
out four batters - won two of the 
Phillies’ four games, starting pitcher 
Cole Hamels was named the most- 
valuable player of the series.

La elección de Diego Armando Maradona 
como director técnico de la selección argentina ha 
abierto un debate sobre si es bueno o malo para la 
albiceleste.

Lewis Hamilton, corazón

de un misil, indican los documentos 
desclasificados.
